In the city in competition with the B. 
C. Electric Company. He pointed out 
that the clause in the agreement, a* 
drafted by the comany, providing that 
the city "shall not i*as* any by-law for 
. . . constructing and maintaining a 
power or light system." might posslhty 
be construed as precluding the city

Thorough Preparation. 

The remedy for this unsatisfactory 
condition must be sough.t in more thor¬ 
ough preparation of principal* The 
non-professional trglntng .should not 
only be more thorough.' but .more di¬ 
rectly along the line of the work to he 

tAUght. 1 

To give a teacher the much-needed 
breadth of view, however, he should 
not only head along other lines than 
those ‘oonnorted with hla work, but he 
should mix with men and try .to ace 
things from the view-point of others. 

The professional training of a princi¬ 
pal should be broader and deeper than 
that require,i «.f the ordinary public 
school teacher. It should InMude guch 
thing* as supervision and school ad¬ 
ministration. To know the art of 
teaching aa a science, he should have 
a knowledge of the history of educaj 
tlonal movement*. 

To secure this thorough training sev- 
ersl things wrmiW he ne<'es*ary. Tn a 
first class eerttflrate he should add a 
term of successful teaching fn a graded 


literature, one the fine arts. etc., and 
there was a growing tendency to make 
studies In the trienre and art of teach¬ 
ing the dominant feature In Institute 
work. 

The Idea of teachers* Institutes orig¬ 
inated In Hartford. Connecticut. In 1838. 
In Canadian provinces they had grown 
Apace, nnd were now held gnnuatly for 
twxi or three day* In every Inspectlonal 
division. Their chief feature consisted 
in the .rradlng and discussing of pre¬ 
pared papers covering a wide range of 
pcdagolr and scholastic topics. 

Tn some- sections short training 
courses wore held In connection with 
the Institutes, whlcfl had proved very 
successful, and It was recommendfd 
that the ir establishment might become 
universal throughout tha Dominion.-

After 
kneading, the margarine. If so requir¬ 
ed. Is mechanically weighed Into pounds 
and half-pounds, and packed In wrap¬ 
pers, still without being touched by 
hand.

In the case «of the higher nrlced 
brands of margarine it is quite com¬ 
mon for a percentage of butter to be 
added. However, margarine containing 
more than 10 per cent, of butter may 
not legally be e x posed for sale.

PEA CANNINO. 

Industry Has Become an Important 
One In ths United States. 

A. W. Bitting, food inapsetor, bureau 
chemistry, department ot agriculture of 
ths United States, sates in American 
Exporter that pea canning l« one of 
ths most important Unas of the can¬ 
ning industry, being 1third In order of 
output, tomatoes and corn being, re¬ 
spectively. first and second, although 
peas are second in point of value. The 
pea pack for 1907 Is estimated at 6.606,- 
961 eases, valued at 914.650,000, the larg¬ 
est amount aver packed In one seaeon. 
Growing of peea Is not limited Jto any 
particular part of the United States, 

I hut they are grown with the greatest 
success where ths spring is a little 
slow In changing from cool to warm 
weather. Ths northeastern and north 
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butter in excess of the maximum per¬ 
centage allowed. A conviction was ok* 
tained aad a fine imposed. 

Unfortunately, com¬ 
monly sold as butter, and In the Britlah 
markets Irish butter has suffered very 
keenly from this form of ilWgltlmate 
competition.

Hs had no buttsr, but suc¬ 
ceeded la delaying the Inspector until 
he got a satisfactory answer to an ur¬ 
gent mesaage to a confrere. Here's 
the message: "Send me one pound of 
butter by bearer. Inspector has called 
and I have nothing but margaftne." 

Tfts passage of Mr. Kilbride’s blit, 
which alms at preventing margarins 
from being colored In Imitation of but-* 
ter, appears, to the ordinary lay mind, 
an effective method of combatting thia 
class of fraud. Those *Tn the know.'* 
however, are not sanguine of Its reach* 
Ing the statute book. Official support 
Is lukewarm, and "Tell it not in Gath,** 
the margarine Internet la very powerful 
and controls, or can directly influence. 
Close on a hundred votes In parliament.
